Pisa, Italy (/P)—Fearing that 
the leaning tower of Pisa will 
lean too far, gov ernment engin­ 
eers are injecting cement into 
the ground for hundreds of feet 
around it. 
An increase of six inches, in 
the tower’s incline within the 
past century gav e warning that 
unless prev entiv e steps were tak­ 
en 
the 
structure 
ev entually 
would lose its balance. 
A study of the 
foundation 
showed that by its gradual sink­ 
ing it had released underground 
water which filtered up through 


the earth and hastened the set­ 
tling. 
The cement injections are ex ­ 
pected to restore solidity to the 
ground. 
Later 
the 
masonry 
supporting the tower will be bol­ 
stered. 
Built in 117 4, the tower was 
intended to be noteworthy for its 
architectural features, which in­ 
clude six colonnades abov e the 
ground floor. It did not attract 
wide 
attention 
howev er until 
centuries later when it tilted. 
Its top now ov erhangs the base 
by 15 feet.

France 
and th e United States togeth er 
h ave in th eir vaults two th irds 
of th e world’s gold. 
France is not only a sy mbolic 
gold strongh old, but it h as a real 
fortress. 
Deep underground in strong­ 
rooms are stored more th an 250,- 
000 golden bars, some in kegs, 
some in box es and some loose, 
each bar worth about $12,000. 
Th is vast fortune lies in th e 
center of th e city under a va­ 
cant lot adjoining th e bank of 
France wh ere some day a new 
bank building will be erected. 
Hundreds of feet down, engin­ 
eers for y ears tunnelled and ex ­ 
cavated, and th en built in rock 
and cement a great subterran­ 
ean cavern. It is so arranged 
th at it can be flooded from 
above and below and from all 
sides by mech anisms controlled 
with in, wh ere th ere is food, 
water and artificial air purifiers

even if an enemy were overh ead 


bombing th em or invaders were 
in control of th e city .

State’s Legal Department Busy 
Preparing Details fo r the 
New Tax Laws. 


FIRST TAX IS DlIE 
STATE ON J ULY 15 


Legal dep artment o f the In­ 
diana gro ss inco me tax and sto re 
license fee div isio n o f the state 
go v ernment is bu sy co mp iling 
regu latio ns co ncerning o p eratio n 
o f the gro ss inco me tax law 
which beco mes effectiv e May 1, 
1933. 
Within a lew day s, p reliminary 
regu latio ns will be issu ed. In the 
meantime, so me ru lings o n gen­ 
eral p ro v isio ns o f the law hav e 
been anno u nced as fo llo ws; 
First tax p ay ment will be o n 
gro ss receip ts fo r May and Ju ne, 
p ay able o n o r befo re Ju ly 15, 
1933. Fo r this retu rn, the tax p ay ­ 
er will dedu ct fro m the gro ss re­ 
ceip ts an ex emp tio n o f $16 6 .6 7, 
the p o rp o rtio nal p art o f the 
$1,000 annu al ex emp tio n allo wed 
by the law. 
Pay ments will be o n gro ss re­ 
ceip ts. In o ther wo rds, mo ney o r 
the eq u iv alent taken in du ring 
May and Ju ne will be inclu ded in 
the first retu rn. 
Returns shall be made o n 
blanks to be pro v ided by the de­ 
partment o f treasury . These 
blanks will be av ailable in su ffi­ 
cient time to make the first re­ 
turns. Ho w they will be distribut­ 
ed has no t been determined. 
Reco rds which reflect the gro ss 
receipts o f an indiv idual o r busi­ 
ness will be sufficient to rpake 
the returns required by the new 
law. No co mplicated set o f ho o ks 
is necessary fo r co mpliance jwith 
the law,

SURVEYOR TELLS 


(By Ado lphus Camero n) 
Prio r to 1800 there were few 
ro ads in the United States that 
really co u ld be called imp ro v ed. 
In 1796 Francis Baily in his Jo u r­ 
nal o f a To u r in Unsettled Parts 
o f No rth America wro te that 
“there is at p resent bu t o ne 
tu rnp ike ro ad o n the co ntinent, 
which is between Lancaster and 
Philadelp hia, a distance o f abo u t 
6 6 miles and is a masterp iece o f 
its kind; it is p av ed wth sto ne 
and o v er-laid with grav el, so 
that it is nev er o bstru cted du r­ 
ing the mo st sev ere seaso n.” The 
ro ad mentio ned abo v e was bu ilt 
by a co mp any chartered in 1792. 


The p art bu ilt first was co n­ 
stru cted 
by 
bo u lders 
being 
thro wn o r ro lled in helterskelter 
and filled between and abo v e 
with earth and grav el. Then came 
the raining seaso n which redu ced 
the ro ad to a dangero u s co ndi­ 
tio n. The stcfry go es that the re­ 
mainder o f the ro ad was maca­ 
damized, instead o f the heav y 
bo u lders. 
Alo ng abo u t this time ano ther 
to ll ro ad was bu ilt fro m Shen­ 
ando ah Valley in Virginia, west­ 
ward to Kentu cky and as late as 
1895 was still o wned by the 
Wilderness Tu rnp ike Co . 
In the early day o f the Co n­ 
stitu tio n sev eral attemp ts were 
made to secu re ro ad co nstru c­ 
tio n by the Natio nal Go v ern­ 
ment, bu t the o nly o ne o f su ch 
imp o rtance, if no t the so le o ne, 
was the Natio nal Ro ad fro m 
Cu mberland, Mary land, to Van- 
dalia, Illino is, a distance o f ap ­ 
p ro x imately 800 miles. We in 
this co u nty are familiar with 
the Natio nal Ro ad. The o riginal 
intentio n was to bu ild ths ro ad 
fro m the Atlantic co ast to the 
Ohio riv er. The early charter 
sho ws the ro ad to be 80 feet in 
width and the macadam was 30 
feet wide. 
As settlement p ro ceeded west­ 
ward and fo r that matter o ther 
directio ns co rdu ro y o r lo g-su r­ 
faced ro ads were bu ilt acro ss 
dangero u sly wet and so ft p laces. 
After saw mills became to be 
u sed mo re and mo re, p lank ro ads 
p articu larly fo r to ll way s, be­ 
came co mmo n in tho se sectio ns o f 
saw mills. When p lank ro ads were 
new o r when kep t in go o d re­ 
p air were great imp ro v ement o v er 
the co rdu ro y , bu t the mainten­ 
ance was v ery ex p ensiv e. 
So me time after the new 
co u ntry was settled o r when they 
felt the need o f internal im­ 
p ro v ement o r we might say alo ng 
abo u t 1840, ro ad co nstru ctio n 
generally became p u rely a lo cal 
p ro blem, ex cep t where Tu rnp ike 
Co mp anies bu ilt lo ng stretchs o f 
to ll ro ads. 
As the rail ro ad sy stems dev el­ 
o p ed, the demand fo r main line

The trend to build ro ad fro m 
earth to grav el and macadam to 
the hard surfaced ro ads such as 
brick, co ncrete, and bitumino us, 
as the change fro m ho rse drawn 
v ehicles to the mo to rized traffic 
demands to serv e the public.
